REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. Claims 1 3, 1 4 and 1 6 - 32 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not teach or suggest, in combination with the 

claimed elements, an apparatus configured to open and close an electric power cut-off 
device with a connecting rod coupled to a crank assembly, a mobile element coupled to 
a first stationary spring abutment via a first pre-stressed spring and coupled to a second 
stationary spring abutment via a pre-stressed second spring, wherein the first and 
second spring abutments are stationary with respect to the connecting rod for Claim 13; 
an apparatus configured to open and close an electric power cut-off device with a 
connecting rod coupled to a crank assembly, wherein the connecting rod including a U- 
shaped receiving member to engage the crank arm in a closed position for Claim 22; 
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and an apparatus configured to open and close an electric power cut-off device with a 
connecting rod coupled to a crank assembly, wherein a stationary abutment element 
configured to abut the connecting rod and prevent movement of the connecting rod past 
the second position for Claim 27.
